_ ^ with and make uft of, Ammals, Vegetables and 
Minerals^ rife out of the Earth. Which therefore is a 
Subjed of fo gv^u Notice zuAConfideration^ much to be 
wondred the Ancients fhould have beftow'd folitthTme 
ovT^honght upon it; and the more bccaufe many of them 
were fo e;r<?^ in the choice of what they were to treat up- 
on. But Georgius Agricok was the firft we know of, that 

about 
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aboat If o years ago attetupted any tHing to ptrrpofe 0111 
this fubjeft. His living in a confiderable Mim Countrj^ 
and his great converfe with Ores and Mimralsy gave 
him a mighty opportunity of advandngr this Kmtpledge : 
And huLeammg and Diligence w^xq both v:ery ex^traot* 
dinary. But the greater part of his Labour wasemploy'd 
infetting forth the Ways of working the M/^e., of dif-^ 
covering and ordering the Ore/ of Me/^i// and Miner ds^ 
and in endeavouring to afcertain which particular Sorts 
oi them the Ancients mcmt by their JSlames^ rather than in 
clearing up the Natnrd Eiflory oi them. Not but that he 
made fome Progrefs in this too^ and very great for the 
time in which he liv*d, when Natural Studies were only 
in t\it\t Infamy I So great that none of thtWriters a{FaJ^ 



fits met his time nave comenearmm. indeeid the peat- 
€ft pMX ofthemYi^iVt done little more than r^/?/ from his 
Writings. But of late there hath been ftich a view given 
the World oi the Extent^ tht%)fe and tb^ Imprtance oi 
this Studyi as to have recommended it to the Purfuit of 
fomeoi the mokdi^cermngNaturali^s of the Age. Amongft 
thefe is Dr Scemh%eroi Zmich^th^ Kmhoroi this Specimen^ 
who along with -Re^l hear7tingznd gvtdt^erfonM Abilities^ 
has ftiewn a vaft deal of Biligentem Ms' In f^riesimothfs 
parP of Nature. That City has been very happy in pro- 
ducing fimerd^ who have bent their Thoughts this way. 
The works of Co^iradus Gefnerus^ who was one of the 
greateft Genius of the la^ Age^ and Jacohts WagnerusB 
Natural Hiflory of Switzerland ^ are Injlances of this. 
Everybody knows what vaft Mountains there are in that 
Country . and Dr Schemhzer with indefatigable Jndufiry^ 
to fay nothing of the Expence and of the great danger of 
fuch an Undertakings has carried his Searches and Enqui- 
ries to the Tops of the highefi of them. And even there 
he found variety of Sea^fhells^ and other Marine^ ProdutH^ 
ens. But thefe have been al'fo obferved on the higheft 
Mountains in other parts as well as here 3 which indeed

THe kwkmVincentio Vivimiy who was 80 years old 
when this Book was publifhed, and the laft alive 
of the famous Galileos Scholars, was ever fince they ear 
1642 employed by the great Dakes of Tufcany in dired- 
ing the Fortifications of their Dominions^ overfeeing 
their Buildings^ the 4>anks of the Rivers, and other 
pubiick Works 3 fo that he complained that he had 
not leifure to profecute his inventions in Geometry, 
that he made in his younger days, of which this Book 
is one. 

As for his other Works they are thefe. In the year 
i559- he publiDhed a Book in folio, intituled, De Maxi* 
mis c^ Mimmif Divinatio Geometrica in ^uintum A^oU 
hmi Librum ^ and he wifhcs, that as Apollonius's own 
fifth Book was found (hortly after, fo Jrifl^tis^ Books 
may be found after the edition of this.

■-two' fmail pieces contaioiog the. I^;^iotions of fome Prc^ 
bi ems. propofcd \yf French MBthemmkkm. -Hedf.ed at 
Fkmfcer An. 1709^' and left a great mmy other Works, 
-rather begun than perfed i bot -whichj fuch as they 
are, will no doubt be acceptable to the Poblick, as 
coming from one of fo great knowledge and reputa- 
tion in Synrhetick Geometry^ and Mechanical Learn- 
■ing. 

In the Preface to this Book he gives an account of 
Jriflam Smior Ge^metra^ as far as csn be gathered from 
the AncientSj and of his Writings. This Ariji^uf wrote 
five Bmk/ ofCmick, Se&ims^ which Euclid himfelf valued 
fo much as to imitate and add to them^ as Pappus fays. 
He wrote other Fwe Bo&k.^ de l^cis Solidis^ which are 
thefe tMtVincentmVwimi pretends to reftore. Pappus 
alfo feems to fay that he wrote a Hiftory ot what had 
been done in Geometry until his time* And Campamm 
in an Annotation on Pmp. t. Lib. XIV, of the Ele- 
ments, mentions a Book oi Ari^suf^ intituled, ExpofiHc 
Sci^ntis quinqm Corporum y from whence it may be in» 
ferred that he was of the Pktmick ScCt. 

Tho the Author intended five Books, as Ari^aus had 
written 5 yet he has publifhed only three, and Teems 
to defpair of ever publifbiog the other two.

Part 4. In the firft three propofif ions from the 50 to 
the 52 indufivej he determines the Ltcus Solidns of the 
Rami from the Vertex of a Circle, or from an Origine 
betwixt the Vertex and the Center, or without the 
Circle. Prop. 55t. he ftiews that the Rami from the Fo- 
€us of any Conick Sedion eredted to the Axis are ad 
Locum fknum of a right Line there determined. In tiie 
following Prop. p. to the 58 he determines the Loci Solkli^ 
made by the Ordination of the Rami of a Parabola^ 
^rawn from the principal ^rle^, and from an Origine in 
the Axis betwixt the Vtrtex and the Foc^s^ and below 
the FocHs,^ and above or without the Vertex. In the next 
four to the 62 he determines the Loci Solidi made by the 
Ordination of tht Rami drawn from the Origine in the 
Xefler Axis of an £///>/?/ ^ to wit, either the Vertepc^ the 
Center,betwixt the Vertex and Center, or without the Fer- 
tex. From the 63 to the ^68 he determines the Lofi Solidi 
made by the like ordination of ihtRami upon the great- 
er Axis of an EUiffis. From the 69 to the jj the Hke is 
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done in regard to the Hyperbola^ where there occurs ^ 
greater variety, as it is here managed. The next two 
Propofitions are the like in the oppofite Seftions, where 
they fuperadd any thing to what was before faid of one 
Hyperbola. And becaufe a Redilinear Angle may be 
conficiered as an infinitely narrow Hyperbola^ to wit^ 
whofe tranfverfe Axis is a point, in the 80 and lafl: Pro- 
poiltion of this Book he determines the Lochs ^olidus,

Pare 5. The firft two ProjK>fitions determine the Loci 
Solidly ariling when the Tangents of the Faralola^ inter- 
cepted betwixrt the Sedioo and either the Axis or the 
Tangent in the principal Vertex^ are made ordinates to 
the principal Axis. And the next two determine the 
Loci Solidr^ arifing when the Normaks , either to the 
Sedion, or to the Rami^ proceeding from the principal 
Wtrtexy are made ordinates to th^ Tangent in the faid 
FcrteM.

Here is the determination of the L^ci plmimi S^lidi 
that arife from feveral ways different from the former.; 
For example, if from two given points there be draws 
feveral pairs of ftrait Linesj whofeSqaares together be 
equal to a given Square, the concourfe of each pair is in 
the LecHf planus of a Cirde there determined. And (the 
other conditions remaining) if of each p^r of Strait Lines 
one be drawn from a given pointy and the other be perpen- 
dicular to a given ftrait Line^ tfce concurfe is in th^ Lmm 
Solidus of an Ellipfis there determined. Afterwards there 
are feveral Problems concerning Arithmetical, Geometri* 
cal, and Harmonical mean proportionals betwixt two 
Extreams, and divers Methods for defcribing the Coniek 
Sections by points. There are alfo fubjoyned feveral ad*
